Three Sentenced in Los Angeles 
ForTrying to Bribe IRS Officer 


LOS ANGELES - Three LA Chi- 
natown businessmen pleaded guilty 
and were Sentenced Tecently on 
charges of conspiracy and attempted 
bribery of an JInternal Revenue 
Service (IRS) officer. 

Sany Pui Tam was Sentenced by 
US District Court Judge William M. 
Byrne to 18 months in jail on the 
bribery charge and fined $5,000 
and put on probation for five years 
after pleading guilty to conspiracy. 

Jick Win FEong，after Pleading 
Builty to bribery，was fined $15,000， 
given a five years Suspended sen- 
tence，Pput on prIobation for five 
years and ordered to spend 400 
hours of community service. 

Fu Choy Ho received a $10,000 
fine，five years of probation and 
200 hours of community service on 
a conspiracy charge.

Brings More Questions Than Answers, Says CAA

BERKELEY - In their efforts to 
halt a threatened 1lawsuit by a 
Chinese American woman whose 
valedictorian Son was Tejected from 
UC Berkeley (CE 了 6/4)，university 
officials may have won the battle 
but exposed themselves to .a far 
costlier war. 

"The school Seems to be very 
coOoperative,” Said Mandy Au last 
week，after She and Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，were Shown the 
test Scores and academic records of 
incoming freshmen in the depart- 
Iment to which her son Yat-Pang 
failed to gain admission. "We may 
find out that there's no discrimina- 
tion in this case,"”she admitted. 

Nevertheless， Au agreed with 
Ders statement that the meeting 
Taised Imore questions than answers" 
about the admissions process.。 Their 
discoveries convinced them the 
admission Policies are deceptive， 
con 人 ffadictory，and poorly designed. 

Yat-Pang Au，whose outstanding 
grades and high test Scores were 
complemented by a wide range of 
extracurricular activities，applied to 
UC Berkeley as a_ double major in 
Electrical Engineering Computer 
Science and Material Science. 

The universitySs officially stated 
Policy is to accept 40% of the 
Students on academic criteria alone， 
and 00% on other factors 记 addi- 
tion to academic index: 

Mandy Au was Shown the records 
of the 31 students accepted in her 
sons intended double major. Ten 
Were selected for academic excel- 
lence alone. "They all ranked higher 
than my: Son; of that we have no 
question,” she said. 

“TIhe other 21 students were SUP- 
Posedly accepted based on extracur- 
Iicular activities," she_ continued . 
But it seems that they Ieally 
looked at the academic index for 
them too0." 

Der said，"It wasmt clear what 
Criteria they were Using for those 
21 Students. The impression I got 
from Dean Bergen [of the Electrical 
Engineering Department] was that 
they're really looking at the 
Strengths of their test Scores and 
grades in Subjects such as math and 
physics. If that is the case，it seems 
ironic that for that particular 
college of engineering and double 
major，that they would ask a stu- 
dent to even write an essay or 
demonstrate any other interests， If 
the weight of it is on grades and 
test Scores，they Should tell the 
Students that that's what they are 
]ooking for." 

Au said her son had long planned 
to attend UC Berkeley，and that the 
family had encouraged him to pur- 
Sue extracurricular activities because 
the university emphasizes the 
Importance of a well-rounded per- 
Sonajlity， 开 they had told us they 
base their admission just on aca- 
demics，Yat-Pang could have con- 


centrated on the academics… 

She asked to see the list of 
extracuIIicular activities for the 21 
students. "At first they didn't want 
to give us those records,”said Au. 
"90 Itold them，3f you donmt want 
to give it to us in a cooperative 
atmosphere，then youl force us to 
Subpoena the ITecords， Then they 
showed their willingness. . . We 
agreed to meet again in July." 

On the application form，students 
are asked to list both their first 
and second choice of major. Yat- 
Pang's second choice was Electrical 
Engineering Compnuter Science. The 
academic index of students accepted 
to that PITogram Iranged from 5770 
to 7910 points._ Yat-Pang's total 
was 7210 points. 

"TIhey showed us some fine Print 
in the application instructions 


Which says the Berkeley campus 
doesnt have to consider the second 


choice"” said Au. 


According to the _ university，184 ， 
students applied for the same 
double major as Yat-Pang. 

"When he declared a double 
major，I think it Showed a degree 
of motivation and ambition,” said 
Der. "Now they are Saying his 
Second choice wasnt honored. Why 
dont they tell students from the 
beginning2"

Gan ITemembered the furor 
SurTrounding Bellis statement in 
1982 that Chinese shouldn't be 
chosen as jurors because "the god- 
damn Chinese wont give you a 
Short noodle on a verdict." She 
fired off a letter of protest to all 
the Supervisors and contacted Chi- 
nese for Atffirmative Action， 
Henry Der of CAA and Gan 
attended the Supervisors meeting 
and Belli Plaza was tabled. 

Beli continued to lobby for the 
honor with a letter to EastL[Hes 
but Several supervisors became 
outspoken in their opposition. Public 
Works Committee member Thomas 
Hsieh said he doesn't feel Belli has 
made "any particular contributiony 


to the city.

Referring to Bellis remarks about 
the Chinese， Hsieh said Belli

LOS ANGELES - Three Chinese 
nationals were arrested June 10 by 
federal agents for smuggling 30 
pounds of high-grade Asian white 
heroin worth $15 million into Los 
Angeles Harbor. 

Agents from the US _ Customs Ser- 
vice and the Druig Enforcement 
Administration，with aid from the 
Monterey Park“ police， arrested 
Kwok Yeung Wong，a citizen of 
China，Choi Yau Chan，and Tan 
Sar TIee after a 24-hour surveillance 
on the freighter Burling Island， 
which sailed under Panamanian 
Iegistry out of Hong Kong. 

Kwok allegedly delivered a 
Satchel containing the drugs to _ Choi 
and Tan，who were waiting ashore 
in 3a Tented car. 

Arresting oftficers also _ revealed 
$34,000 in cash that they said was 
cOurier fee to have been paid to 
Wong. 

The three were arraigned June 11 
in LA federal court on charges of 
smuggling and conspiracy.

130-pound athlete， 


IOUGH COMPETITOR 


Even as She hobbles _ across the 
Court ， wearing 3a Plastic Support on 
her injured ankle，that she later 
SaySs， 了 Sprain Several times a year," 
Hu Na appears to be a much 
tougher .competitor than the over- 
rated defector，whose Smile drew 
more Iaves than her tennis，during 
her first year on the WITA-Virgina 
Slims tour. "She's much StTODger 
DOw,” whlspers her agent Frank Wu， 
as We watch part of her daily，five 
hour workout. 

The long，1loose "western-style" 
hair and eye catching styles，that 
drew barbs from the Peopley Daipy 
and Chinese officials， are gone.

two Ianked player Sveltana Parkho- 
mendo，Hu Na moved to a career 
high number 61 in the WITA rank- 
ings， And then，in early April，she 
reinjured her ankle at Hilton Head， 
South Carolina. 

Erom head to shins，Hu Na is a 
strong，well-equipped athlete，bnut 
then there are those fragile，reed- 
thin ankles. She has 1ost much 
training time becatse they are 
frequently sprained or strained， "mm 
Iunning on the beach in San Diego 
a lot now,” says Hu Na. "Tm also 
doing exercises that are Supposed to 
Strengthen them,”she said with a 
note of frustration that rarely 
appears in her，at times，mnaively 
optimistic voice. 


UNIQUE ROLE 


Frank Wu，who had the unique 
Iole of representing both Hu Na 
and Pro Kennix during their “most 
Iecent contract negotiations，unrav- 
eled when asked 让 Hu Na was con- 
tinuing to have 3a business relation- 
shijp with San Francisco-based law- 
yer 了 Edward C.Y.， Lau. Lau repre- 
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sented Hu Na during her bid for 
political asylum that followed her 
defection， He also spoke to the 
press for her，did most of her 
translating and then seemed to be 
directing her career;i until Kunnan 
Lo began sponsoring her.

MILPITAS - The Milpitas Police 
Department is investigating why 
officers marked four Vietnamese 
Catholic dissidents on the forehead 
with grease pencils after arresting 
them Sunday，June 7，on suspicion 
of disturbing a Mass. 

Police Chief James Murry said 
the church had received a bomb 
threat before the 3 pm. mass at St， 
Elizabeth's Church. When -officers 
arrTived， they found dissidents 
yelling，chanting and Singing the 
wIOng hymns，he Said， Officers 
arrested two men and two women 
and the others quickly dispersed， 
the chief said. 

Police wrote the arresting offi- 
cers badge numbers，the time and 
the _ criminal charges on their fore- 
heads with a grease pencil, Numbers 
were also were wiitten on the men's 
chest， Murry said the technique was 
not warranted when only four 
People were taken into custody. 

Late that Sunday night about 200 
Vietnamese gathered outside the 
police Station and Presented the 
Sergeant on duty with a letter of 
Protest，

OAKLAND =- Daily verbal and physi- 


cal clashes between Southeast Asian and 
black students have become a part of life in 
many inner-city schools. 


In _ hearings on immigrant youth held 
last fall by the Boston-based National Coa- 
lition of Advocates for Children，students， 
teachers and parents testifted how tensions 
caused by Southeast Asian refugees moving 
into predominantly black meighborhoods 
have erupted into violence on the streets 
and in the schools. School officials have 
been groping for waysto changetheclimate 
of fear and hostility on their campuses， 


Now a new piogram in Oakland is 
effeetively responding to confliects between 
blacks and Asians and may serve asa model 
for improving tense feelings in schools 
throughout the country. 


Initiated by Asian Community Mental 
Health Services andfunded bythe Oakland 
Public School District, the Student Panels 
project at Fremont High School neither 
denies racial friction nor tries to lay blame. 
Instead，students involved in racial inci- 
dents meet to talk about the reasons for 
their hostility 一 often minor irritations 人 om 
cultural differences that quickly flare into 
Serious problems.

The story of two Oakland teens typi- 
fes what today is an all-too-common mis- 
understanding between black and Asian 
youtkh :

Along with the cultural differences， 
Stereotypes blacks and Asians haveforeach 
other keep them apart, according to Cleve- 
land. Manyblacks believe Southeast Asians 
isolate themselves and take away jobs, hous- 
ing，and social services. Southeast Asians 
fearblacks are proneto violenceand crime. 


Because of these attitudes, just having 
students go through the 26 hours oftraining 
required of panelists promotes better under- 
standing' between different groupbs-project 
backers say.

Governors 上 ducation Advisor Peter Mehas 
Defends Deukmejian's Education Policies

SAN FRANCISCO - Peter Mehas， 


Tecently named 了 Education Advisor 
to Governor George Deukmejian dis- 
cussed _ California education at a 
June 3 Ppress briefing，Afterwards， 
he answered questions on the educa- 
tion budget，recent allegations of 
prejudice in University of Califor- 
nia admissions，and bilingual educa- 
tion. 

As 上 ducation Advisor， Mehas 
Serves 3S the Governors chief 
advisor on matters relating to all 
public education in the state. He is 
also the director of the Governors 
Office .of Education Planning and 
Policy. 

Mehas began his professional 
career as an .instructor in the 
Fresno_ Unified School District，He 
has been a principal and associate 
Superintendent for the Clovis Uni- 
fied School District，He holds a 
doctorate in education from the 
University of Southern California. 

Mehas sharply disagreed with 
State Superintendent of Schools Bill 
Honig'Ss position that the Governor 
holds education as a low priority. 
Mehas pointed out that "under Gov- 
erInor Deukmejian，the Share of the 
state General Fund budget devoted 
to _ the education has risen from 
31.8% to 53.49%6，the highest level in 
nearly twenty yearSs. 

The 1987-88 Governors Budget 
calls .for an additional $142.8 
million to the UC system，which 
will provide "funding for increased 
repIesentation of ethnic minorities 
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among the University and its fac- 
Ujlty." 


SPECIFIC ACTIONS 


When questioned about specific 
actions taken to _ achieve this goal， 
Mehas cited recruiting qualified 
students and an increase in grants. 
He also stressed that the ethnic 
communities themselves Should 
encourage its members to enter 
academics. 

Concerning the Tecent allegations 
on Asian discrimination in Univer- 
Sity of California admission poli- 
cies，Mehas Simply referred to state 
policy which state that "the top 
12.3%90 of high school graduates must 
be admitted to UC (regardless of 
Iace OT ethnicity)." 

Mehas stated that the Governor 
does Support bilingual education， 
because of the usefulness，not just 
for _ ethnic students，but for all 
Students to be exposed to a second 
language. According to Mehas，the 
Governor didnt Sign the recent

bilingual education bill，because of 
Specific objections.， 

Mehas claims the ”bill allowed 
children to be Placed in bilingual 
education without parental consent， 
which -the Governor believes to be 
wIOng. Mehas also belives the bill's 
"triggering mechanism” (amount of 
Students needing bilingual education 
in a School that requires a teacher 
with bilingual credentials to be 
hired - 10 per School) is impracti- 
cal.

in Independent Schools

SAN FRANCISCO - With few op- 


Portunities to speak a foreign language， 
most adults who learned a Romance or an 
Asian language in high school or college 
quickly forgot it as soon as the course was 
completed. Language study seemed imprac- 
tical then，but times have changed. 

“ Bilingual education is a rather_ new 
concept in education”explained Lynn Tu， 
director of the Chinese American Inter- 
national School in San Francisco，which， 
according to Tu，is the only Chinese- 
Mandarin bilingual elementary school in 
the nation. 

“The world is becoming so interdepen- 
dent and Mandarin is spoken by a billion 
people. Its a major communication tool in 
the 21st century.” 

Daniel Ooldman in a special article for 
the New brk Times last August explained， 
“Phildren who grow up speaking two lan- 
guages display superior cognitive _ abilities 
and are more sophisticated than other chiL 
dren in their understanding of language. 
The more a child uses two languages，the 
greater his intellectual advantage in skills 
underlying reading ability and in nonverbal 
logic2” 

RICH MIX 

In San Franciscos rich mix of multi- 
cultural communities，an assortmment of bi- 
lingual educational programs are available 
in Chinese and Japanese. There are five 
French schools and even one in Armenian, 

As a way to preserve Chinese culture， 
mainly through language，Chinese Ameri- 
cans have several bilingual preschool pro- 
grams and one fully accredited bilingual 
elementary school. 

Hispanics are the largest minority in 
the Bay Area，but there are no Spanish- 
English independent schools. The primary 
reason is because there is an extensive bi- 
lingual program and an immersion program 
in the San Francisco public schools，An- 
other reason could be that many Hispanics 
who send their children to Private schools 


choose Catholic educations. 

Another incongruity is that the Bay 
Areas German community, fourtimes larger 
than the French community，offers only 
Saturday morning language classes. 

The French，known worldwide for 
their superb educational system，have one 
bilingual high school，three elementary 
schools and a French-only high school in 
the Bay Area. 


CHINESE 


At the Chinese American Inter- 
national School，Iu explained，“the major- 
ity of students have no Chinese background 
and are learning it as a second languapge. 
At pre-kindergarten and kindergarten level， 
they are immersed 75% of the time in the 
second language with related courses in 
language arts，math concepts and reading. 
They study English about an hour and 
twenty minutes daily. 

“By frst grade，50% of the time is 
Mandarin and English. The 2nd through 
5th grades English classes have been inte- 
grated into the English section atthe neigh- 
boring French-American International 
School. The experience is so rich, and both 
schools are enthusiastic about it2 

The Chinese American International 
School will graduate its frst class of four 
ffth graders in June. With 55 students in 
kindergarten through fifth grade，all stu- 
dents learn to read and write Chinese. 

Abouthalfofthestudents are Chinese 
American，39% white and 11% black with 
a student-teacher ratio of 10 to 1. Tuition is 
$4,000 annually with about 159% of the 
Students receiving some fmancial assistance， 

Ju added“We plan to open a middle 
school in three years and a high school is 
our long-term goal. We want to do a good 
job all along the way and need some time to 
consolidate Our existing program2 


WAH MEI 


At Wah Mei School, a preschool with 


607 thiree- to five-yeai-olds，Cantonesa 寺 


1o join the group of concerned and discerning EAST/WEST 
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spoken halfofthetime.The student-teacEer 
ratio is 6 to 1 with about 90% of the chil- 
dren from Chinese American families. 

Director Eleanor Dong says, “The 
Strength of our program is the bilingual 
training，the excellent teaching staff and 
the strong Pre-school curriculum 2 

They also offer a state-funded pre- 
school half of the day for low-income fami- 
lies at nocost. The full-day private program 
costs $350 monthly，and a half-day pro- 
gram costs $190 monthly. Next years pro- 
gram w 训 be $375/month and $200/half- 
day.) The child development program is 
charged on a sliding scale. 

At Little Lights，250 children attend 
preschool through sixth grade，Beginning 
in preschool， about half of the instruction 
is in Cantonese. By ftst grade，it drops to 
about 40 minutes a day but all children 
learn to read and write Cantonese. About 
959% of the children are Chinese American 
and there is a long waiting list for admis- 
Sion， 

The student-teacher ratio in the pre- 
school is about 12 to 1 and in the elemen- 
tary school it is about 20 to 1. Character 
discipline，academics and security are 
stressed by the faculty. Tiiition ranges 人 om 
$340 monthly for the preschool to $1.850 


for elementary school tuition.  - 


DISCOVERYLAND 
At Discoveryland，preschool children 
hear Cantonese, Mandarin and English. For 
the 48 students, the student-teacher ratio is 
10to l and tuition is$270 forthe day-long 
Program.

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Memories of Mom's Cooking 


Ah Seung Nuey ah，sy mai sig fon lah." In my native Cantonese 
tongue，this translates roughly to，"Oh， Shirley，wash Tice now for dinner'" 
IT was just 11 years old，but remember Mom's command as 让 it was yesS- 
terday. As Soon as the rice was washed and Placed on the stove to be 
cooked，my next duty was to set the table，and stay iD the Kitchen to 
help with the evening meal, TI always knew that dinner was almost Teady， 
when Mom combined a little cornstarch with water in a small bowl，the 
finishing touch to make a gravy for any of a number of stir-fried dishes， 
To this day，I can vividly see Mom stirring the mixture with a pair of 
chopsticks. 

While Dad was away opening restaurants in Reno and Texas，Mom took 
charge of us Besides holding down a job at a Sewing factory，she 
watched over four children，keeping the household intact On each trip， 
either my brother Barry or Ben accompanied Dad. 

So what kind of food did Mom prepare for us? Some of the earliest 
Iecollections of meals at home include dishes such as clear SOupSs，with 
Chinese mnustard green，fuzzy squash or watercress，sometimes with one 
whole egg foating in it; a steamed fish with black bean Sauce，oOFT Simply 
with ginger and green onion， Mom would drizzle the cooked fish with a 
litue hot oil and soy Sauce， We ate our fair share of steamed chicken OT 
Pork patty with lob cheung (Chinese sausage)，steamed minced Pork with 
hom donn (preserved salted duck eggs,) or steamed Pork patty with salted 
fisn and slivers of ginger or Preserved Vegetables. We also had steamed 
chicken with fermented bean curd， Almost always，there was a plate of 
fresh choy sum，a common Chinese green vegetable,，flavored with a little 
oil and salt， We ate a lot of pork， so it was always a treat to have am 
occasional steak，Ppan-fried and sliced to bite-size Pieces，shared by the 
entire family along with other dishes. Our mother Iarely deep-fried any 
food. Mom's Steamed Egg Sponge Cake was exceptionally good，especially 
When she added walnuts to 让. 

On the other hand，our lunches were not inspiring，except for times 
that we had "cha sil" (barbequed pork slices) Sandwiches. II remember 
eating Spam Sandwiches often. I_ chuckle today when I take groups of 
tourists and food enthusiasts on Chinatown tours，and see a rather ]arge 
display of Spam，smack in the middle of rows and rows of Chinese Sauces 
and canned go0o0d. 

Dad and Mom raised five children 这 the heart of Oaklands China- 
town，not far from our restaurant，the New Eastern Cafe. TI have fleeting 
Imemories of my childhood there. II was too young to help out，bnut 
Iemember the waiter Who told me npt to swallow the seeds from an 
apple，lest I have an apple tree grow Iy stomach. 工 recall resting in 
the "Tice room”amongst 100 1bs. bags of Texas long-grain rice。 My 
brother Ben and I walked to a Chinese language school nearby. Sometimes 
Dad and Mom would bring dinner home from the Testaurant，the food 
kept warm in a white，multi-level container. 

After Dad returned from Texas，he became a chef at the Original 
Trader Vics in Emeryville for several years. Next， he Opened a restaurant 
in Hayward，which took me into my college years. [remember reluctantly 
taking the bus daily from high school，and then sometimes from UC Ber- 
keley on weekends，to wait on tables at the Bamboos Hut Our diet 
changed over the years; Dad did most of the cooking，and since we were 
at the restaurant，oftentimes，we'"d_ have whatever Specials Were being 
oftered to our customers. I _ especially enjoyed Dad's Chinese Beef 9tew， 
over a bowl of hot rice or noodles. 

TIoday，I own a Chinese coOoking business，am a caterer，food WwWrIiter， 
and lead Chinatown tours，complete with a dim sum lunch at a teahouse， 
meeting food enthusiasts from all over the world, I hope to have 3 
COokbook published soon，and of course, there will be Special section with 
Tecipes that are memories of Mom's cooking -vand Dads too.
